Sometimes success comes from 
knowing when it is wise to keep on 
taking a loss because you are confi- 
dent that you have the right plan 
and that it will win in the end. 

If you keep on throwing money af- 
ter bad and fail in the end, your 
friends will say you were a fool. 

If you refuse to be discouraged by 
temporary adversity and win out in 
the end, your friends may grudgingly 
coucede that you are a wonder.

And it took four 
or five years to reach the corner. 
Since then it has been a mint. 

What happened was this: Curtis 
had an idea, he had confidence in 
that idea, he had courage to stick to 
it. Despite losses that staggered his 
associates who had less imagination 
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j and less courage, he ‘carried on”

that he had a real idea. who was not 
sure of his confidence in it, and who 
failed to go through, would have fal- 
tered by the way, and so would have 
pocketed a stunning, perhaps ruin- 
ous, loss, 

And in doing that, he would have 
lost not only what he had sunk, but 
the fortune that got away because he 
did not stick it out. 

The outsider judges by results. If 
an enterprise fails with a heavy loss 
he sizes the loser up as a person of 
poor judgment. He may have had 
good judgment, but lacked the cour- 
age of confidence to see it through. 

If an enterprise, after threatening 
loss, turns out to be successful, the 
outsider cherfully grants that the 
winner is a wizard of finance. He 
may be more indebted to bulldog te- 
nacity than to judgment. 

There seems to be no fixed rule to 
determine the difference between the 
error of quitting too soon and the er- 
ror of staying too long. 

Victory is a combination of judg-

radical change could be made in the 
auality of gas without a detrimental 
effect upon its efficiency. Such a 
change in quality was stimulated in 
certain quarters by the demand of 
munition manufacturers for the ex- 
traction of some of the constituents 
of the gas. In England particularly 
such practice of stripping gas of 
these constituents was compulsory: 
The effect on the gas was to lower 
its heating value, but contrary to ex- 
pectations the efficiency of utiliza- 
tion of the gas did not fall off in the 
same proportion. This fact will prove 


monstrated to hold in actual practice. 
The tests now being conducted will 
investigate the possibilities of low- 
ering the heating value and determine 
the effect such « change in quality of 
gas will have on production and con- 
sumption. It is possible that if the 
gas quality can be altered sufficient 
in this respect and the effect on the 
consumer will not be detrimental to 
his interests, the éfficiency of produc- 
tion of the gas can be increased suf- 
ficient to offset the raising cost of 
oil. It may even permit the utiliza- 
tion of lower gradeoil in the manu- 
facturing of gas All these facts 
will be determined by the tests now 
under way, 

There is a very wide diversity in 
the various standards of gas quality 
served in different communities. This 
standard in all cases is based on the 
heating value of the gas. It is meas- 


ured in terms of British Thermal 
Units or B. T. U.’s. What gas en- 
gineers terms a B. ¥. U. is the 


amount of heat necessary to raise one 
pound of water one degree Fahren- 
heit when water is at its greatest 
density. In some localities the heat- 
ing value is fixed by law and varies 
from 00 to 600 B. T, U.’s. In Can- 
ada it is as low as 425 B. T. U.’s. 
In this state it is fixed at 570 B. 
T. U.’s. Such a variation would in- 
dicate that there is a field for an in- 
vestigation with a view of fixing the

NEW CHANNEL-SWEEPER IDEA 


Claimed That It Will Be of Vast im 
Portance in the Maintenance 
of Barge Canals. 

To aid in the maintenance of the 
New York state barge canal, a channel 
Sweeper has been devised, not here- 
tofore demanded by the construction 
of the older canals, writes Gordon P. 
Gleason in Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine. As time goes on and the banks 
disturhed by recent excavations as- 
sume their natura! slopes, the need of 
dredging will become less, Investiga- 
tions, however, show that within one 
year sufficient material may be de 
posited within the canal to make the 
available depth of water considera- 
bly less than the prescribed 12 feet. 
An example of this was found in the 
channel east of Oneida lake. This was 
completed in a full 12-foot depth in 
1909, yet, in 1917, it was so washed in 
with sand that it was necessary to re- 
move thcusands of eubie yards of this 
material. 

To aid in the locating of obstruc- 
tions In the canal the state engineer 
has designed a novel channel sweeper, 
and boat builders have been asked to 
submit estimates as to the cost of 
these so that three of them may be 
placed on the canal, 

The new sweeper consists of two 
boats, each 18 feet long and 6 feet 
wide. These are placed 15 feet apart 
and joined by timbers. An operating 
floor 30 feet long and 5 feet wide will 
be constructed near the stern, and

Segovia, in Spain, Has Signs of Life 
Only Part of One Day of 
Each Week, 

Segovia is a dead clty of Spain, 
There are dead towns In this coun- 
try which both Ived and dled within 
half a century, and few that are much 
more than a century old, But Segovia 
dled centuries ago, and tt is as olf®as 

clvilization in Kurope., 

The Romans built Segovin. It 
stands on a rocky ridge between two 
swift rivers—a compact little city of 
narrow streets and old stone houses 
crowded together, A mighty aqueduet, 
which was built by the Rémans, still 
brings the city tts weter supply from 
the Guadarrama mountains, Segovia, 
high and narrow on tts ridge, lies Uke 
a great ship In the plain, moored by 
{te aqueduct to the distant mountains, 

Begovin is a city of deserted 
churches. Long ago it Iny in a sort 
of contested land between the region 
held by the Moors and that held by 
the Christians, Sometimes one held it 
and sometimes the other, Both bullt 
churches there. Now Segovia has lost 
80 much of Its population that most 
of these churches stand empty, despite 
the fact that Spain ts a pious land, 
Some of them have been locked for 
centuries, and only the bats know the 
secrets of thelr dark interlors, where 
neither sound nor sunlight has been 
for so long. Others have attendants 
who will open thetr doors to the cu-

| EASY WAY TO CLEAN CLOCK 


Small Plece of Kerosene-Soaked Wool 
Placed in Case Will Gather 
Dust Particles,

not even needful to take the clock to 
pleces to clean {ff If a simple plan ts 
followed which will be found to work 


| very well. Soak a plece of cotton wool 
| In kerosene and place this in a small 
saucer, a canister lid, or anything sim- 
far, Then put this In the ease of the 
clock under the works, Close up, and 
at the end of 24 hours, examine the 
cotton wool, It will be found to be 
covered with black specks; these are 


the dust particles brought down by the 
fumes of the kerosene. Wind the clock 
up and it will start away again. Where 
the works of the clock are in an tn- 
closed case a few drops of kerosene 
should be poured through the small 
hole which ts present In the metal cov- 
ering. Turn the clock about a while so 
that the kerosene ts Mstributed and 
after an interval it is extremely likely 
that the works will commence their 
j hermal operations again.—Sclentifie
